MILK ONLY FOR 30 YEARS. 


For mora than thirty year*, 


Thomas F. Laubach, of Haile- 
ton. Pa., has not eaten any ool,id 
food, having lived on milk ex- 
clusively, 'of which he drink* 
four quart* a day. Though 84 
years old he would not pass for 
more than sixty. 
Except for 


•light deafness,' he Is as good a* 
he wcs forty years ago, and 
much better than thirty years; 
ago, when he began living on 
milk,only. 
He was advlsed^by 


his physician to drink milk only 
for the, cure of dyspepsia, -and 
when he recovered he reasoned 
'that the means by which he had. 
regained health 'would be effec- 
tive in maintaining it. The pre- 
vailing notion that dieting or 
choosing what one eats Instead 
of eating at random Is only for 
those who ars sick, la a mistake. 
If the . almost unanimous opin- 
ion among physicians Is correct, 
that from 80 to 90 per cent of_ 
•ickness Is ce.uspd by wrong eat- 
ing, It follows that the removal 
of the cause would prevent the 
sickness. It !* not to be sup- 
posed that an exclusive diet of 
•milk Is best in all cases, for 
there are eoms in which It must 
be Injurious, but as I have r«. 
peatedly shown, almost any arti- 
cle of food that-contains the ele- 
ments of nutrition In nearly the 


• normal proportion Is better than 
the-ordinary mixed diet; and all 
such examples prova the Im- 
portance of the mono-diet a* a 
means of maintaining health a* 
well as of restoring It, though 
Judgment must be used In the 
application of It.
